” was at war with Great Britain 
fe asked tor their’ support in 
establishing an ind ependent India, 
promising them additional 

_ powers fthey threw in their lot 
with the Kaiser. 

“On the back ofsome of the 
letters Mahendra Pratap wrote a 
few lines commending the im- 
perial Chancellor's appeal. Har- 
ing called upon. the ‘Princes in 
the name of all that was sacred 
to assist, Mahendra ‘added: that 
if they were not bold enough-to 
act as suggested they: should at 
least collect arms and‘ ammuni-

to join the’ Ameer's forces in 
driving the British out of India. 
Amanullah’s move came tod late. 
Before his men had got beyond 
Tangi Springs we had rushed up 
a force to Landi Kotal. and within 
a day or two pushed the Afghans 
back into. their own territory.

PORT IMPROVEMENTS. . . 
After our ‘comments of 
Wednesday on the necessity of. 
a policy of progressive action in 
regard to the development of 
Hongkong as a port, the article 
which we yesterday reprinted, 
from a Shanghai shipping journal 
on the same subject was .par- 
ticularly apropos.

BRINGING THE DEAD TO LIFE. 


304 


REMARKABLE CLAIMS BY 
LADY DOCTOR. . - 


A circular. has come into our 
hands (esys the Rangoon -Times) 
which gives. particulars of a 
procedure for “bringing the dead 
back to life. The first condition 
is that the person to be treated 
must be really dead and certified 
to be so by a doctor; this is 
probably 4 guarantee of good 
faith for -both sides. After 
that, a permit to keep the 
body unburied for seven days 
must be obtained; which is 
equally desirable. 
parents or-nearest relations must 
make “agreement, oath and 
prayer”; but the nature of the 
agreement, oath and prayer is not 
stated. Four assistants are to be 
provided to attend the dead person 
day and night to apply medicine, 
internal and external, every five 
minutes ; the fees of the assistants 
to be arranged by the parties. ‘The 


-| cost of the medicine (the nature 


of which is not disclosed) must be 
placed in the hands of .a- trust. 
worthy -person or in the Bank and 
must.be given as soon as the life 


returns. “No person is to be allow- 
ed to see the dead person during 
treatment; this cause presumably 
means, no petson other than the 
assistants “and the operator, 
though no doubt the relations 
would be very zurious. 

Tt is asserted that on the first 
day of:treatment.the blood will 
circulate, on the second. day life 
will return, on the ‘third day the 
‘dead person’ will be able to speak 
alittle; and onthe fourth to the 
seventh days the dead ‘person 
will sit and be able to talk. Now 
comes an important statemont: 
“The mind will be changed.” 
Whether for better or worse 
is not stated.” The circular 
goes on:. ‘He or she will be 
most‘healthy and better featured 
than before.” This seems a 
chance for some plain-featured 
people to die and be born again 
with new faces! With a new face 
and a new mind in prospect, dying 
will have no-more. terrors except 
those who, wish’ the dead person 
to .remain dead so that the pro- 
perty can be distributed. 

It is stated that the newly- 
revived will.require to: continue 
the medicine'forone month and 
muat not go.out from the house 
forabout the same period.”

Although as already stated no 
person is to be allowed to see the 
dead. person during the treatment, 
the circular states that persons 


[desirous “of seeing the power of 


the medicine cau do so after 
paying Rs. 10 each, cost of the 
medicine, in advance and must go 
to where the body lies. 

Another remarkable result: of 
the treatment is a guarantee of 
long life; forif the dead person 
was notover 50 years of age he 
can live to over 80 years, and 
if over 80 and up to 110 years 
can live another four years. 

The treatment is called “ Kun- 
maya-Thabita’s.~ procedure. for 
bringing the dead back to life” 
and the circular from which we 
quote ie typewritten in English, 
much of which has been quoted 
literatim. cos 

It would be interesting to know 
whether the treatment is ab 
effective in the case of persons 
dying from violence as ‘from 
natura] causes. This is not re- 
ferred to in the circular. If the 
claims made can-be substantiat- 
ed, then the title of the famous 
Puritan tract ‘Killing no murder” 
will have a new meaning. Will
